RCMP and the Canada 
Border Services Agency 
said yesterday the ship Val¬ 
letta was spotted off the 
Nova Scotia coast by the 
Coast Guard ship Earl 
Grey. 

The 10 people on-board 
— five men and five 
women — were inter¬ 
viewed and taken off the 
ship. Three of the people 
were crew members. 

“We interview them and 
identify their identity and 
their country origin and 
we do a criminal check. 


We’re trying to make sure 
these people do not pose 
any safety or security risk 
to the countiy,” said Laurie 
Gillmore, a spokeswoman 
with the Canada Border 
Services Agency. 

Police are saying very lit¬ 
tle about the migrants or 
the ship, which left from 
Bermuda. 

“Because we’re still fol¬ 
lowing up on some av¬ 
enues of investigation, 
we’re not disclosing their 
point of origin or where 
they’re exactly from,” said 
RCMP spokeswoman Sgt. 
Brigdit Leger. 

Leger said the people 
were not hiding on the 
ship, but she wouldn’t say 
if they are in custody or if 
any of them are applying 
for refugee status.

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Liberals win 
Glace Bay, 
Yarmouth 
seats in 
byelections 

vote The Liberals picked 
up two seats in a pair of 
Nova Scotia byelections 
yesterday that leader 
Stephen McNeil said 
signals voter 
dissatisfaction with the 
province’s first-ever NDP 
government. 

The Liberals won 
decisively in both Glace 
Bay and Yarmouth to 
increase their seats in the 
52-seat legislature to 12 — 
still well behind Premier 
Darrell Dexter’s 31. 

“There is obviously a 
great deal of unrest and 
unhappiness with the di¬ 
rection this government is 
going and they’ve been 
pleased with... the 
message we’ve had over 
the past year,” McNeil said 
after the victories. 

In Glace Bay, Geoff 
MacLellan easily regained 
the seat that was given up 
by the Liberals earlier this 
year when Dave Wilson re¬ 
signed abruptly. 

MacLellan finished with 
3,901 votes to 2,281 for 
Myrtle Campbell of the 
NDP and 759 for Michelle 
Wheelhouse of the Tories. 

Things were only slight¬ 
ly closer in Yarmouth, 
where Liberal Zach 
Churchill defeated Charles 
Crosby of the Conserva¬ 
tives by 1,525 votes. 

Yarmouth was previous¬ 
ly held by Conservative 
Richard Hurlburt, who 
stepped down after apolo¬ 
gizing to his constituents 
for filing inappropriate ex¬ 
pense claims. Wilson gave 
up his seat in Glace Bay af¬

Halifax regional council 
voted last night to increase 
the cost of a single-burial 
plot in municipality-owned 
cemeteries from $1,100 to 
$1,400. 

The cost of a cremation 
lot, which holds up to four 
cremated bodies, increased 
from $500 to $1,050. 

But one councillor said 
the municipality should 
raise the costs even more. 

Preston-Lawrencetown- 
Chezzetcoolc Coun. David 
Hendsbee said the cost of 
burials on municipal land 
should be increased to meet 
market value. 

He did not agree with a 
staff explanation that the 
prices reflect the standards 
of other municipalities 
across Canada. 

“I don’t care about the op- 
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erations of other municipal¬ 
ities, I care about the opera¬ 
tions of this municipality,” 
said Hendsbee. “Why are 
we shortchanging our¬ 
selves? ... If you ask me, we 
should be on par (with mar¬ 
ket value).” 

Halifax North End Coun. 
Jerry Blumenthal said while 
he doesn’t think taxpayers 
should shoulder the burden 
of the dead, he doesn’t 
want the municipality to 
get into the business of 
burials. 

“I don’t think citizens 
should be paying for other 
people’s burial,” said Blu¬ 
menthal. “But I don’t want 
to see a profit-making on 
buiying people.” 

In other city hall news 
yesterday, council also vot¬ 
ed to approve a community 
access plan for the new 
four-pad arena in Bedford. 

The access plan is intend¬ 
ed to end an ice-time imbal¬ 
ance between men’s and 
women’s hockey, as well as 
less widespread sports such 
as ringette, sledge hockey 
and figure skating. 

The plan encountered 
much resistance from coun¬ 
cillors — questions con¬ 
cerning the effects on other 
arenas, as well as equitable 
distribution among HRM’s 
different regions, stretched 
the debate on for close to 
five hours.

“A healthy and sustain¬ 
ably managed forest is vi¬ 
tal in creating good jobs, 
growing the economy, and 
to the quality of life of all 
Nova Scotians,” Natural Re¬ 
sources Minister John Mac- 
Donell said in a statement.

A key element of the Con¬ 
servative government’s 
tough-on-crime initiative 
is going to cost taxpayers 
big-time, the parlia¬ 
mentary budget officer 
warns in a scathing report. 

Kevin Page says the 
Truth in Sentencing Act 
will cost the federal gov¬ 
ernment alone about $1.8 
billion in new-facility con¬ 
struction costs. That’s an 
average of $363 million a 
year over five years. 

“It’s a lot of money in a 
period of time we’re gener¬ 
ating deficits,” Page told a 


news conference yester¬ 
day. 

The act limiting the 
credit a judge can allow for 
time served will add about 
159 days to inmates’ aver¬ 
age sentences, Page said, 
bringing their average 
time in federal custody to 
722 days from 563. 

Page’s report says the 
number of inmates in fed¬ 
eral prisons at any one 
time will increase to 
17,058 from 13,304. That 
increase will require con¬ 
struction of 4,189 addition¬

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Offshore drilling 
ban overturned 


A U.S. federal judge has 
blocked a six-month 
moratorium on new 
deepwater drilling proj¬ 
ects that was imposed in 
response to the massive 
oil spill in the Gulf of Mex¬ 
ico. The White House said 
immediately it would ap¬ 
peal the decision. 

In a briefing, White 
House press secretaiy 
Robert Gibbs said U.S. Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama be¬ 
lieves that until investiga¬ 
tions can determine why 
the spill happened, contin¬ 
ued deepwater drilling 
could expose workers and 
the environment to “a dan¬ 
ger that the president does 
not believe we can afford.” 

Several companies that 
ferry people and supplies 
and provide other services 
to offshore drilling rigs had 
asked U.S. District Judge 
Martin Feldman in New Or¬ 
leans to overturn the mora¬ 
torium. 


Suspension 

• In late May, Obama moved 
to suspend all deepwater 
drilling in U.S. waters for six 
months. That halted explo¬ 
ration off the coast of 
Virginia, Alaska and 
throughout the Gulf Coast, 
and suspended operations 
at several already 
operational Gulf of Mexico 
rigs. 

Obama’s administration 
has halted the approval of 
any new permits for 
deepwater 
drilling and sus¬ 
pended drilling 
at 33 explorato¬ 
ry wells in the 
Gulf. 

But Feldman 
ruled that the Interior 
Department failed to pro¬ 
vide adequate reasoning for 
the moratorium, and ac¬ 
cused it of appearing to as¬ 


sume that because one rig 
failed, all companies and 
rigs doing deepwater 
drilling pose an imminent 
danger. 

Earlier yesterday, oil in¬ 
dustry executives also took 
aim at the ban, saying the 
world doesn’t have enough 
other sources of fuel to al¬ 
low for the moratorium. 

Steven Newman, presi¬ 
dent and CEO of 
Transocean Ltd., which 
owned the destroyed Deep¬ 
water Horizon rig, called 
Obama’s ban “unneces¬

I hat do you 
get for $930 
million? 
Well, you 
get 5,100 
police officers, a three-me¬ 
tre high concrete and met¬ 
al security fence, aerial sur¬ 
veillance, snipers, CCTV, 
even a water cannon. 


What you may not get is 
security. 

The federal government 
is throwing money at this 
week’s G8/G20 summits at 
the breathtaking rate of 
$5,000 per second, yet the 
protest community, armed 
with the Internet, Face- 
book, YouTube and Twitter, 
is already unruly and dis¬ 
ruptive — and it’s only 
Wednesday. 

There’s that merry coali¬ 
tion of rights activists who 
occupied a downtown 
Toronto gas station Mon¬ 
day while police looked on 
... nervously. And there’s 
my favourite — the guy 


who was arrested by seven 
(!) police officers for not 
having a bell on his bike. 

Is there no end to this 
wanton flouting of the 
law? 

Still, police have plenty 
of cause to be nervous, es¬ 
pecially as the virtual vacu¬ 
um is getting increasingly 
vitriolic. Something called 
the Southern Ontario An¬ 
archist Resistance is prom¬ 
ising to attack the nucleus 
of global capitalism, in this 
case, Bay Street and envi¬ 
rons. “Rest assured,” warns 
SOAR’s website, “we won’t 
miss.” 

Just because their rheto¬ 


ric is ridiculous does not 
mean the people who be¬ 
lieve they have a divine 
right to riot are not danger¬ 
ous. Certainly, the nucleus 
of global capitalism is tak¬ 
ing the threat seriously as 
thousands of employees 
are being told to stay home 
Friday or keep a low pro¬ 
file. 

Here in Vancouver, 
we’ve already had some ex¬ 
perience with boneheaded 
breaches of security. Dur¬ 
ing the Winter Olympics, a 
group of masked “anar¬ 
chists” opened the Games 
by smashing windows and 
trashing cars as shocked 


families with strollers 
looked on. 

The sad truth is that $2 
billion in security could 
not protect Vancouver 
from random acts of van¬ 
dalism. Ultimately, the 
Games turned out to be a 
triumph for Vancouver and 
Canada, but with a little 
more determination, the 
“anarchists” could have ru¬ 
ined the whole thing. 

This weekend, the 
world’s top 20 economic 
leaders will get together to 
try to work out solutions to 
the crisis that threatens 
the well-being of billions of 
people. Once again, Cana¬ 


da’s ability to keep the 
peace is on the line. 

For better or worse, the 
success of the G8/G20 rests 
on the sagging shoulders 
of the RCMP, Canada’s 
once-proud police force. 
After the Air India and 
Robert Dzielcanslci Taser 
debacles, the RCMP could 
use a victory. Let’s hope 
that with $930 million to 
spend, they will rediscover 
how to “maintiens le 
droit” in time for the week¬ 
end.

No worries 
on inflation 


Not too hot, not too cold 
— Canada’s inflation rate 
is about where Bank of 
Canada governor Mark 
Carney would want it 
leading into his next big 
decision on interest rates. 

Statistics Canada report¬ 
ed yesterday that annual¬ 
ized inflation dipped four- 
tenths of a point to 1.4 per 
cent last month, and the 
central bank’s core index 
slipped one notch to 1.8 per 
cent, well below the bank’s 
preferred target of two per 
cent. 

With temporary factors 
the only major contributors 
to above-target inflation, 
analysts said Carney may 
still go ahead with his sec¬ 
ond interest rate hike in 
two months on July 20, but 
it won’t be because infla¬ 
tion is keeping him up at a 
night. 

A BMO economist 
noted, however, 
that the Cana¬ 
da’s central 
bank is still 
charging a very 
low rate for 
overnight loans — 
which are only available 
to a small number of very 
large financial institutions.

Mercedes makes smart move 



North American testing for the smart electric drive begins in fall. 


ithout the 
special 
green and 
white 
paint, and 
“electric drive” broadcast in 
big letters on the side pan¬ 
els, you wouldn’t know 
these particular smarts are 
veering off to an electric fu¬ 
ture. 

They look identical to 
the second-generation 
smart cars, which Mer¬ 
cedes-Benz has been sell¬ 
ing in Canada since 2007. 
In fact, they have identical 
interior and luggage space. 

But there is a Tesla-devel¬ 
oped lithium-ion battery 
tucked under the floor, be¬ 
tween the axles, and a 30 
lcW electric motor residing 
out back, exactly where 
the gas engine and 


transaxle usually reside. 
There’s also an electrical re¬ 
ceptacle. A full charge takes 
about eight hours, and gives 
you a range of 135 kms. 

On this particular June 
morning in Brooklyn, New 
York, we have a full charge. 
We’re part of a largish 
group of journalists invited 
here to sample the cars, be¬ 
fore their first major North 
American testing this fall. 

But before I turn the key, 
however, I’m reminded 
that the line to sustainabili¬ 
ty will not be straight and 
predictable. There will be 
some zigging, some zag- 
ging, and a few paradoxical 
moments, like this press 
trip. Ponder, if you will, the 
total carbon footprint of fly¬ 
ing this many international 
journalists to New York 
City, so they might drive a 
zero-emission vehicle for a 
few hours. 

My first impression of 
the actual vehicle is that 
“electric drive” has actual¬ 
ly made the smart better. 
I’ve never been a fan of the 
smart’s herky-jerlcy semi¬ 
automatic transmission. 
The electric smart doesn’t 


need one — just one single 
fixed gear running off the 
motor. It doesn’t shift, 
which makes it the perfect 
automatic. 

It also scoots across an 
intersection from a dead 
stop faster than a petrol 
smart, though its 0-60 
km/h time of 6.5 seconds is 
the same as a petrol smart. 

The electric motor is qui¬ 


et. With the top down, the 
most prevalent noise com¬ 
ing into the cabin was the 
buzzing of the DC to AC 
converter. The buzzing is 
connected to speed, so 
goes up and down in pitch 
as you tool around. 

Handling didn’t seem at 
all compromised by the 
300-plus additional pounds 
of the electric drivetrain, 


probably because most all 
of that extra weight is the 
battery, which sits as low 
as it can in the car. 

It’s not quite like driving 
a big electric golf cart, but 
not that far off either. 

Discussions will be ongo¬ 
ing, whether electric is the 
solution for mass trans¬ 
portation, or just for cities, 
or only if the electricity 


electric timeline 

2007: Second-generation 
smart debuts, engineered 
from onset for both petrol 
and electric powertrains.

comes from clean sources 
We’ll leave them for anoth¬ 
er day, and simply say that 
the smart electric drive is a 
hoot to drive, especially 
with the top down on a 
beautiful day in the Bronx.

The M is now in its third 
generation; the first one de¬ 
buting in 2003. 

Like the last generation 
M there is one sedan with a 
choice of two engines and 
rear- or all-wheel-drive 
(RWD or AWD). They are 
badged as the M37, M37x, 
M56 and M56X respective¬ 
ly- 

The M37 uses the latest 
version of the long-serving 
“VQ,” DOHC V6 but now 
with variable valve lift tech¬ 
nology producing 330 hp 
and 270 lb/ft of torque, up 
27 hp and 8 lb/ft over the 
current model. Fuel econo¬ 
my has been improved to

The M56 uses a 5.6-litre 
DOHC V8 now with gaso¬ 
line direct injection for a

But ^ 
fuel consump¬ 
tion is actually , 
slightly better |

Of the two, the M37x, 
probably because of the 
AWD, seemed more sure¬ 
footed but not as fast as the 
M56 when it came to cop¬ 
ing with road conditions. 

Over a stretch of about 
400 1cm from Nanaimo to 
Ucluele in British Colum¬ 
bia and back, surfaces 
ranged from four-lane 
highway, to twisting two- 
laners overland to chal¬ 
lenging off-camber 30 1cm 
turns across the tops of the 
mountains in rain, drizzle 
and sun.

inch wheels with low pro¬ 
file tires which were less 
compliant on uneven and 
rutted roads than the stan¬ 
dard 19-inch tires with 
slightly higher sidewalls as 
fitted to the M37x. 

Making spirited driving 
all the better was the stan¬ 
dard seven-speed automat¬ 
ic. Heading into a corner, 
with the brakes either on 
hard or soft, the transmis¬ 
sions blips the throttle dur¬ 
ing down shifts and always, 
it seemed, at the right mo- 
_ ment now matter how 
slowly or urgently I 
k used the brakes. 
The new M 
sedans are also 
I the best looking 
cars to come 
from Infiniti in a 
long time.

“I hope you don't think 
we're crazy/’ sang Marina 
as she shimmied her way 
past our table, boldly 
leading the second conga 
of the night over the pool 
and back into the bar. 

Unfortunately all the 
signs were pointing to the 
Hotel Belvedere and its 
host being just that. 

Firstly, this was Riccione 
on the Italian Riviera, a 
place where people are far 
too busy being beautiful 
and sipping Prosecco in 
beachfront bars to host 
wild parties with folks 
they’ve only just met. And 
secondly every single per¬ 
son currently swaying dan¬ 
gerously close to the wa¬ 
ter’s edge had spent the 
day cycling anything from 
90-12 5km with ex-pro road 
racers acting as tour 
guides among the vine- 
laced rollercoaster terrain 
of Emiglia-Romagna. 

Where did they get the 
strength for dancing? 


Watching the speed with 
which barman Maxim was 
serving up potent Ne¬ 
groni’s it became clearer. 

The Belvedere is part of 
the Italy Bike Hotels con¬ 
sortium — a collection of 
top notch hotels which 
cater for cyclists. 

Yes they wash your Lycra 
daily, yes there is a spa to 
recover in, yes the food — 
including local speciality 
spaghetti alio scoglio 


(spaghetti of the clifftops) 
— is delicious, and yes you 
get the pick of high-end 
racing bikes for the week, 
with mechanics on hand. 
But no the staff won’t push 
you up the hills. The idea 
is that each day you ride 
hard, then play harder Ital¬ 
ian style — Campari, sea¬ 
side, shopping. The rides 
range from not very hard 
to very very hard indeed, a 
minor distinction lost on 


* anyone who believes 
S 25l<m/h should be a speed 
reserved for motorized ve¬ 
hicles. 

This area of Italy is 
steeped in cycling lore 
making riding here akin to 
walking in the footsteps of 
giants. Marco Pantani — 
who won the Tour de 
France and the Giro d'ltalia 
in 1998 — was born just 
up the road in pretty Cese- 
natico — a bustling fishing 
town. Each year the Pan- 
tanissima memorial race 
traces the routes Marco 
trained on in the sur¬ 
rounding hills. And the 
hills aren’t as brutal as 
you’d think, the guides in¬ 
terspersing the inclines 
with panoramic descents 
hugging the coastline, cof¬ 
fee stops in crumbling hill¬ 
top villages and rolling 
routes through vistas bur¬ 
dened with historic beau¬ 
ty. Our motley peloton 
made up of cycle enthusi¬ 
asts (Lycra is a given) from 
across the globe definitely 
balanced out pain with 
gain.But then they were 
crazy.
